Submission procedure: 

The Labelling Body submitted the video slick to the Office of Film and Literature 
Classification (Classification Office) for approval under Regulation 27(1) of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994. 


Description of the video slick: 

The video slick advertises a video recording entitled Plump Fiction. The front cover 
is dominated by a photograph of a woman lying on her front and smiling for the 
camera. She is also licking a lollipop. At the top of the slick is the title below a 
caption reading “The biggest film of ‘95 just got bigger!!!” At the bottom of the cover 
is a caption reading “From the producers who saw “Pulp Fiction”, “Reservoir Dogs” 
and “Twister”. At the bottom of the cover is a notice reading “MA 15+ Persons 
Under 15 Years Must Be Accompanied By A Parent Or Adult Guardian High Level 
Coarse Language.” 

The spine contains a Roadshow Entertainment logo, the title, a small version of the 
image from the front cover, and an MA 15+ logo. 

The top of the back cover is photograph of a woman’s face. Superimposed over this 
are three small photographs of scenes from the advertised feature. One of these 
photographs depicts a man and a woman pointing handguns at another person. At the 
top of the cover is a caption reading “Winner of 12 really, really prestigious awards 
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including best catering”. A blurb about the advertised feature appears down the left 
hand side, whilst a cast and credit list. Village Roadshow logo, and a copyright notice 
lie at the bottom of the cover. 


Examination of film posters by the Classification Office: 

Under Regulation 28(3)(c), if the Classification Office considers that, if the film 
poster were submitted under s 13(1) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993 (the FVPC Act), the film poster would be likely to be 
classified under s23 of the FVPC Act as unrestricted, the Classification Office shall 
approve the film poster. 


Conclusion: 

The video slick entitled Plump Fiction is approved with no display conditions. The 
slick contains a number of photographs, and text. One of the small photographs on 
the back cover of has a mildly violent theme, but is not considered so strong as to 
warrant a restriction on the slick’s availability. 

The Classification Office considers that, if the video slick were submitted under 
s 13(1) of the FVPC Act, it would be classified under s23 as unrestricted. It is 
therefore approved and no display conditions are imposed.
